DAMAGE !Y THE EARTHQUAKE 


The "Bustler" Trouble Discussed at 


the Cabinet Hefting. 


DEMOOKATS 
IN 
CONVENTION. 


Senate Proceedings—The Modus Vivendi 


—Lynching In Florida—Annual Re • 
port of tbe Carson & Colorado Rail- 
road—Claim Filers at War. 


THE PKESIDENT TAKES SIDES. 


Th* nuohers and small cattle owners, 


generally called rustlers, und tbe eitensive 
•took owners, known as beef barons, have 
been engaged in a war of extermination in 
Wyoming. 
Eacb faction alleged that it 


wns right and tbe other wrong, in fact tbe 
mailers •wer« denounced a« thieves t>y tbe 
big ranchmen, who accused them of mnk- 
inR raids on their ranges and Bleating 
Block. The feeling bet wot n the two fuc- 
tiont became so intense that they net null? 
declared war ogainst each other and gave 
no quarter. Tbe Governor under pntccae 
thtit the Stato authorities w re uimble to 
raain'ain order, applied to tho United 
States authorities for aisistnt.c , and two 
or three companies of Uuitml States troops 
were lent to the scene of the disturbance. 
Several lives had been lo&t meabtime, and 
whtta tba troops arrived the; found that 
the rustlers had captured the ammunition 
of tbe beef barons and were preparing to 
attack them in a corral where the; had 
taken refuge. 
The troops discovered that 


tbe civil officers wore with the rnitlers and 
that many of the latter were swore in as 
Deputy Sheriffs to aisiot iu restoring 
order. 
On the other hand a Urge number 


of the beef barons proved to be United 
States Deputy Marshal*, who left Texas 
t«o weeks ago rather rcysteriauslj giving 
out that they were going west to engage in 
the cattle busin»s*. 
These worthies were 


rounded np by the troops, who refused to 
surrender them to the civil anthotitits, 
who wanted them tc answer to tha orimo of 
murder, they having, it is alleged, shot and 
killed peaceable dottier* at their homes. 


A dispatch from Paris, Texas, says it 


turui out that those Deputy Marshals, who 
are desperadoes of tbe worst character,were 
gent to Wyoming by special request of 
President Harrison. Tbe party comprised 
forty-three persons, who took Hie oath ai 
Pinkerton detectives. 
They were at last 


accounts in charge of the military, the 
officerg refusing to deliver them to the civil 
authorities, and tbe Governor declining to 
interfere and bring the marauders and 
murderers to justice. 


The "Rustler" Trouble tbe Subject of 


Discussion at the Cabinet Meeting. 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—The "Bustlers' 


trouble in Wyoming was 
the principal 


topic of discussion at the meeting t>f the 
Cabinet to-day. Th« situation is regarded 
ai serioua, in view of tbe fact that the feel- 
ing against the prisoners in charge of the 
military is very bitter, and also because ol 
the freely expressed threats of desperate 
men. They mean to avenge the killing of 
Champion and Bay at the first opportunity. 
No word has been received from Co). Van 
Horn and the captive4 at Fort McKinney 
since Saturday, when be telegraphed Gen- 
eral Brooke at Omaha that he would sUr 
that day for Douglas to tarn the prisoners 
over to the civil authorities. 
Efforts to 


oommuniotto with Fort MoKinney am 
vicinity since have failed, and this led to 
the belief that the metiers have destroy* 
telegraphic communication in 
order to 


prevent the authorities from learning tb 
true situation until after thpy have ac 
complisbed their purpose. General Brooke 
telegraphed to-day that he did not sn 
tioiptte any trouble en route. 
Genera 


Sobofield said he felt no uneasiness, as 
thern is no reason why the soldiers shonh 
be attacked and he was ooulljeot of thei

An Kaanipic That Should lie Followed. 


Recently a few ladies of a prosperous 


Long Island village organized a society 
to encourage the young people of the 
village to study American trees, plants 
and flowers, and to assist in tho preser- 
vation of native plants in the neighbor- 
hood. 


The ladies found that a great deal of 


interest was taken in the work of the 
society; und by means of it a desire was 
aroused iu the village to cultivate wild 
flowers and native plants. 


This desire suggested the advantage 


of possessing a plot of ground of suffi- 
cient area, where American trees and 
plants could be established and protect- 
ed, and where not only could the mem- 
bers of the society find illustrated the 
trees and plants which they were en- 
gaged in studying, but which would 
serve as a kind" of public playground. 


The l.iws of New York permit associa 


tions of private persons to secure lands 
for parks and public playgrounds, inde- 
pendent of municipal authority, and to 
employ officers who ohall have power to 
protect biich grounds. 


Under this-Saw, and by the aid or pri- 


vate subscriptions raised in the town, a 
little park of s>ix acres, on the shore erf a 
po-.id which is centrally located, was 
purchased and forever set apart as a 
planting ground for native flowers and 
trees. 
The example of the ladies who formed 


the society which organized and carried 
out this movement is worthy of imita- 
tion everywhere. Patriotism ia stimu- 
lated by aroxisiug and cultivating the 
love for American trees, plants, birds and 
natural objects, through a plot of ground 
provided for such a purpose. 


Furthermore, such parks and each so- 


cieties help to attach the people to their 
native place and lessen in them the de- 
sire to wander away to the cities.— 
Youth's Companion.
